Ro Comments... Recently there has been a minor furore in British ufology 
over what one mi^t oall "Hard Sell" UfoAogy.At least two 
respected and senior ufologists have left the fold^partly 
because of this.In case you missed it9 and you probably 
did9 just what is all the fuss about? 

In early October the NSW 3 OF THE WORLD carried a front-page banner headline 
idiioh reverberated around the world.lt told of the Rendlesham Forest affair in 
a m ajor exposes9 and followed up with several other articles on the question of 
UFO secrecy. 

I think most ufoDogists feel thai this was a positive step.It put the subject 
in the fore of public attention onoe again.lt showed that interesting oases are 
still around.And it highli^ted the thoxny question of official seoreoy.Whilst 
the newspaper grabbed most of the praise for themselves9 ufologists were well 
aware that they oould no^ have had a story without the intenseive effort89 most 
principally of Brenda Butler and Dot Street9 but to some extent of NUFORA in the 
north^and CAU 3 (Citizens Against UFO 3 eoreoy) in the USA. However9 they will not 
in the main be aware of the agonies of decision amd indecision9the all ni^t 
phone 8e88ion89the £dOO quarterly phone bill89 enomous expense aooount89 
and the ineredible three year struggle to get to the truth of this case. 

Looked at in that context perhaps ycu can feel for those involved (especially 
Brenda and Dot - upon whom ly far the heaviest burdens have fallen) when it was 
leanrt shortly after the BUFORA congress ^in late August,that the media tesw all 
about the ea8e.Let*8 face it^this was not exactly diffioult.lt has been in F3R9 
the Unexplained9 this newsletter,and was babbled about imoessantly at the congress 
when joumalists mingled freely amonget the crowds. 

Of oour8e9 it was never the intention of the investigation team to break the 
story in the press before it was ready.Indeed it is so complex and full of major 
eontradiotions (much of which was not brou^t out by the newspapers) that the 
“two girls had already begun work on a book.This will in fact appear later in 1984;> 
and will hopefully provide a fair reflection on this exoiting9 if damned 
irritating,case.But what were we (and I say we,as I do not hide my involvement 
in the investigation) to do when faced with the premature and probable botched- 
up publication of the case the British media? 

The answer was an extraordinary one. We opted for "Hard Sell" ufology. 

Tou should first of all appreciate that UFOs are something integral to human 
oonseisusness in the ei^ties.That being so they are fair game for use to make 
money. Serious UFO books on the whole do not do this (although more sensational 
ones have some suooess). But one need only think of CLOSE ESVCOUNTERS OF THE THIRD 
kind and KT (which whilst not strictly a UFO film has been such a hit^largelv 
because UFOs have culturally trained society to yearn for extraterrestrials) 

The director of these filmsySteveh 3pielberg9 mg^de millions out of them. And he 
Celled a very great deal (especially in the first film) on the product of our 
labours. So real was the film that Allen Rynek's publishers were able to legally 
consider it a film of his book (THE UFO SXPERIBICE).A decision that I know had 
serious oon8equenees9 which for Allen's sake I will not discuss. Without ufology 
'the film oould not have happenedL.Without ufology the film wotild not have made 
millions. But idiat did ufblogy get out of it9 apart from a few old eases? 
Finaneially almost nothing9 is the sad truth. 

nie reason is simple. We lack a coaierolal attitude to our subject.We fail to 
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see anu to use the power in our hands. This is because we eare about truth9not 
about big bucks. Because9in ufology9we regard ourselves as amaeteurs and not as 
professionals.! an not suggesting we wholly abandon that approaoh9 but there is 
room for a bit of a move in the other direction. 

In the past we have let the media rip us off.There is no other term for it. 

Not only do we let them misrepresent us9but they tyce all the oommercial benefit. 
That it is commercial oan be prc'/^«^ by recalling all the advertising you have seen 
'that features UFOs. "The Planet Zanu88i"9 groceries from "Out* a Mace" and the 
ill-fated launch of Central TY^remind us that these who use promotion as a way 
to make money see UFOs as useful tool in their repetoire. 

And so this lesson «ras learnt.The team did not give the story away.We worked 
very9very hard at negotiating its oontrolled release. Controlled9 in the sense 
that the story had to be presented correctly after fhll investigation.Controlled 
in the sense that some recompense (not prof fit I stress) was paid the investigat¬ 
ors. W'eie 90f ooursey special circumstances and a special case. But the 

principle mi^t bear oontemplation. 

We are in a situation where the obtaining of government baoking^or science 
research funds,are a million miles away.If we are to do serious work we need 
money. Maybe we have overlooked that fact 9 as well as one source where money seems 
to proliferate. 

Let me add I am not expressly recommending this course of action. If we all 
went out now to try to get what we could from the media it is likely they would 
quickly /ose all interest in ufology.lt has to be done cautiously and in moderation^ 
if it is done at all. 

Naturally9 it is difficult to overcome our inherent desire against commercial 
attitudes such as this.And there are some I know who stroi^y feel this would be 
a mistaken direction to take. Let us open up a debate. Send in your views. 
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:t Organisational changes head the news this issue.Our sister organisation 
UFO RESEARCH MIDLANDS have a new sic^tinge coordinator (who is also BUFORA EIC)

TJiDa display the raaarkahle ability to appear and disappear like switehinc 
On and off a T? piotnre.It is possible that soae aethod id being demonstrated 
for traversing oosaie distaaeea in diaiaishingly saall fli^kt tiaesyan idea 
slowly oaptnring the attention of theoretioal physicists«On oocasionsyUFOs have 
been seem to "oondemse out** after first appearing as a swara of flying dots* 

Maybe this suggests the flying sauoer is the equivalent of flying pieces of 
inforaation that Oah be regulated into any shape desired* l^ink about thatyidiilst 
holding on hard to your aindl 

Whatever its origin the UiO p h emoaenon seems resident with our species* For 
when it fades in the wesh it rises in the east*Boes this suggest we are subject 
to a oontrol system which has interacted with huaanity for many centuries and 
whioh changes physical appearance according to the tines? If sOy what is the 
purpose? It is almost as if we are constantly being invited to understand its 
behaviour*And herein lies an important clue*It is a kind of teaching method* 

If this idea is correct we are bound to aakyidiat is the UFO stimulus trying 
to teach ne? Since the UFOs seen capable of controlling physical parameters 
way beyond idiat we oany perhaps if is showing us idiat we oan achieve if we try 
a little harder.In effeety idiat we are receiving are displays of ** skilled 
reality uaage"*These parameters are universal and available to any species who 
become Intelligent enou^ to use them* 

I believe we are being encouraged towards Inspired coxineotlons and associations:, 
necessary for Illumination and disoovery*And this is being done to all nations 
with equal opporyunity^since UFOs are a ^obal phenomenon*The politloal 
oonsequenees of this ou^t to be obvious^Like any good teacher it will not tell 
us thingsy but provide us with the opportunity to leazn them for ourselves* 

The evolution of intelligent speoies is a function of time and some random 
variablesybut intelligence yin the broad sensoyls such an important factor in 
natural selection that all intelligent speoies might need to possess emoyionyin 
order to react and respond to stlmulll in the environment*After comprehending 
yhe universe they would thus become fascinated and inspired and so we oould 
expect an emotional component in any alien presentation* Somethdng designed

In its present form the UFO stimulus seems to be an intimidatory tool 
designed to insptre and guide human thought*What the ultimate purpose is oannot 
accurately be judged from our present dlstanocybut I provisionally suspect it 
might be connected with these postulates: 

1: Use what is available to the best possible effect and you will prosper and 
survive* 

2: With all gal actio speoies abiding by essentially the same philosophy galactic 
stability could be achieved* 

We seem to find ourselves at the first stage and are being asked to provey 
^ way of a 'means test*, that we are intelligentymature and responsible enou^ 
to progressylt might be worth noting that the world's aoademios do not seem to 
have been subject h> any special UFO attention*This seems to contravene the rules 
of the gamel Consider the knowledkc available to a Type 3 civilisation*If we 
could achieve such a status we would go through a quantum leap in progress* 

As I said earlierydiscussions of the nature of advanced galactic civilisations 
were inevitably going to sound like science fivtion*'Ihis is quite trucybut I 
take great assurance from the words of JBS Haldancya noted scientific visionary 
and an example of what this paper is ^11 about*Haldane onoe remarked that:- 

Mot only is the universe stranger than we had imaginedy but it will probably 
prove to be stranger than we CAM imagine*

Whatever UFOs areytheir effect upon society has been profound* Such interest 
has been sparked off that would-be and inexperienced film directors have produced 
an endless and amazing variety of UFO inspired movies* 
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Indeedy interest in UFOs has been so gfeat that massive hordes of mentally 
defhoient people (seeing au outlet in this new subculture for their own 
perversions of mind and subversive traits of oharaoter) have banded together to 
form loose UFO societies,with names like "The Venusian Church of Zolteo*'*As 
you are all awareywhen the red button is pressed whioh officially starts WW U1 
we'll all escape the ensuing nuclear holocaust by being whisked off intp space 
in the arms of lovable ETs and Cabbage Patch Dolls* 

Like any strange phenomenony the UFO enigma has attracted a predictable 
crosc-sectional culture whioh one oan definet- 

The loonsyand wide-eyed craziesywho get the most press coveragcyand so defile 
the good name of "Hero Ufology" ("Hero Ufology" will be defined in an article 
by Andrew to be published next issue - Ed) 

The self-confessed experts of ufology - who usually populate public housesyand 
over a few beers will expound upon their own pet theoriesabout the meaning of 
lifoy whioh bear no relation idiatsoever with the subject at hand. 

The intrepid adventurer with delusions of grandeur - whoy equipped with his/her 
copy of FSR gnd "The Hjnek UFO Report" will endeavour to unlook the inneivost 
secrets of theuniversoy those whioh have so far eluded all the efforts of science, 
Andyfinallyythe shy recluse - who swears his/her allegienoe to "Hero Ufology" 
by gratefully keeping out of its way*And by reading "Hero" literature behind 
closed doorsyaway from prying eyes and unforgiving stares by insensitive peers* 

The interest in UFOs is shared by eveiyonsy of coursoy to varying degrees* 

A passing orazsy or a fleeting foibleyan incurable obsession,or a temporary 
release fxx>m reality (oosmio dungeons and dragons) *In this are we all cast. 

UFO Interest is cross-cultural and spans all the classes of society, from 
the aristooraoy down to the pocryurfortunate dmegs of our ie>rld. It represents 
our own twentieth century version of the Creek myths and legends or the fairuy 
tales of yore. A spaoe-age versionyin facty of all the older religions idiieh 
have refused to dioy now set in a moderUy scientific context* 

Let me give you a few examples of the oomparison between religion and ufology. 
Like religionyidiat we have created out of the UFO enigma is an enduring 
set of preconceptions based upon our own (and others) perception (s) of the 
nature of truth - ie the answer to the UFO mystery*This is in the form of notions, 
hypotheses and theories - eg "The parapsychological iBOdel"ythe FTFHyUAPs etc* 

As with ZeusyOrGodywe have our own figures in ufology who have attained 
superstar status or notoriety*Like 'Gods* these people have infljtenoed thou^t 
and preconceptions regarding UFOsy and the direction ufology is headed*Examples 
of such Archdruids of ufology (whom we would like to emulate) are George Adamskl, 
Betty HillyKeimeth Arnold,Allen Hynek. Society reacts to these figures both 
individually and oollectively.They personify idiat we regard the subject as bding, 
Throu^ the intercourse of their ideas man has given bifth to numerous 
offspring - called UFO clubsy idiioh idolise these svqperstars as parent figures. 

Why d> we have such a fixation? Hhy the urge to form groups to study UFOs? 
Because something elusive within ufology can only be interpreted by us inskde, 
translated from personal experience .The magic lies in the mysteiy* 

The olubs are ufology's version of sects azid eults.Ue have our visionaries 
(from doom merchants who preeoh about Armageddon, to reincarnated spacemen trapped 
on earth and also the contaotees, so often ne^ected by ufology and peers alike) 

We have hereties (like Dr Edvard U Condon)*We have saored books and soroMls 
(eg Blue Book or the Mormon Bible, whichever takes your fancy).And,like any 
reli^on, we have theologians idio (as Jasper Carrot mi^t remark) are "pseudo- 
intelleetuals". They take twelve books and two hundred articles to state, 
unequivmoably,that UFOs may exist .'They blind us with teohnioal termsyphilosophy 
and psychology that Piaget would find hard to understand and literary styles 
that must make Shakespeare dreadfully envious. 

Tou may thus ask what chance a layman has to grasp the fundamentals of sueh 
a complex subject as ufology in suoh an academic olimate.None a I< afTaidl 
Ufology has fallen into a rut of its own making*We are to blame* 
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Vorthern UFO Fews 
--- 

IX> UPOs exist? How often have yon heard that question? And how many tines 
l^awe you encountered the same old horinc repetoire of answers? Countless tines* 

And lAat oonstructiwe thin^ has ufology achieved in all the tine that it has 
^een around? lothin^y except to add nore confusion to an already confused subject. 
And what possible thin^ oan ufology ever hope to achieve, ex<Bept to be able to 
oialn it has always said UFOs exist when they finally decide to drop in for tea 
»t the White House? 

ny eyes ufology is at a dead end* Bat then, has it ever left square one? 
Because we have nothing concrete or tangible to work on.He have no flying saucers 
to exanine. No little green nen to interroagate*No strange artifacts fron an alien 
Culture to pull apart*At best all the evidence we have,accepted by staunch 
Believers as absolute proof of the existence of UFOs, is hl^ily controversial 
•Bd equally dubious. 

And how does one renain objective in our field? Especially when confronted by 
soeeone elaielag to be the proud owner of a chain of food stoes on Pluto, or a 
photograph of a hub-cap which the photographer swears blind id a UFO? Or reaain 
in full control of ones judgement when faced with the huhdreds of UFO reports 
i^eh beyond doubt are mi sidenti float ions? He do have a bit of a problem,don't we. 

No - personally I do not believe UFOs exist*Itet then I do believe in UFOs.I 
Also realise D seem to have just eontradieted myself.Hhioh brings me right to 
the OTux of this article - B9«I^*

A look at UFOs in the public eye 

Once again UFOs have been vexy much in the news* As recently as January 4 1984 
the BBC TV news carried a serious item about Hie OB’AN investigation into a French 
1 anding,where changes to the soil and vegetation px^ove to the satisfaction of the 
government backed team that a real UFO wasinvolvedl The ease is well known in UFO 
circles and has alfeady been mentioned in FsR.Onod more the media are a bit behind 
the times - but in this instance who cafes. This kind of publicity we ^ need* 

Of course the media can over-react .When Paul Devereux and Paul NeCartney vxute 
Up their EARTHLIGHTS theory for New Scientist ,in September,the Daily Star earrded 
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the headline "Boffins eraeh the UFO riddle" 9 whieh in wiew of the controversy 
the hypothesis has ^nerated is pushinc it a bit I On the natter of which the 
Steuart Caapbell vs Paul Dehereuz "earthl|shts" debate (which befan in the UFO 
literature when the book first appeared) spilled over to the erudite seienoe 
■afazine too. Bat Paul was supported (Hewsoientist,29 Sept 1983) by Lord Tanl^w 
no less ~ who refered to several earthquake and UFO correlations from Britain 
and China! 

Meanwhile The Observor (23 Sept) ehalked up another highbrow paper article on 
UFOs^with its "Silver SoitsyPlylnc Sauvers and ET" to tie in with the BUFORA 
2 lst birtlday eelehration leetures.lt was a food piece,sayini:,"if an extraterrest- 
'^rial had turned up (at the conference) the ufolo^sts would,on the whole, have 
^een nore surprised than the crowds of Saturday shoppers." A nuaber of interviewees 
were quoted, ^nd eone hard data included too .All in all it was one of the best 
little articles on ufolo^ for nany a year.Look it up if you didn't see it. 

Another annivemry, the 30 th of the first sicbtinc of Ne 8 sie,produeed a spate 
Of articles and I was aaazed to find two (inoludinc a fullpage epic in the 
Horthanpton Chroniele. il Nov) qoutini: ne.I have apparently cone up with sone ^aft 
■theory or other about the nonster beinc an hallueination caused by earthlhi^ts. 

^is seeas to have oone fron a Hews of the World article in 1982 where I was 
supposed to have first sucfosted this.It has led to sone nasty words about ne 
^ron nonster hunter Frank Searle.But ,for the reeord^l was totally and quite 
borrlfivally nisquoted and B believe no such thine about the monster.But I piess 
the anthoratative lews of the World will continue to be a source for hack writers 
dor years to eone^so ny 'theory* is likely to cet aroundl 

There were two really bie UFO stories in the past three nonths.One. of eourse, 
was the News of the World revelations aboht the Rendldshan Forest ease.Artieles 
on this appeared in dozens of other sources and when it lead to questions in the 
^use the Daily Telegraph (23 Oot) did a good job of reportdnc the waffle that 
smed forces ninister,John Stanley, oane up with in not answering Sir Pat riok 
Mall's direct questions about the case,But he did admit to 1400 MOD ufo reports 
atnee 1980 ...whioh seems to make our moans about "where have all the UFOs cone?" 
a little ridieulews. They appear to have gone to the MOD.Who have done idiat with em 

The other event was the Sunday Mirror' s front page fight back to the Hews of 
■the World (the Sufkituj t^ifTor group were very,very,very annoyed at looding the 
Rendlesham story I can tell you! )^"Shirley and the amazing UFO riddle" (l 6 Oct) 

Mhah was most amazing to me was the way they could get away with this lie,along 
with text that said "SBP president Shirley Williams and radio personality David 
Jaoobs had a close encounter with a UFO". That was wrong in evehy respect! Shirley 
Williams admitted to the Mirror she saw nothing! It most definitely was not a UFO!! 
And since it never came within miles of them^and was just a li^t,I fail to see 
Mow even the Sunday Mirror can justify it being a olose enoounterlU 

Much was made of the BBC switchboard 'being jammed with calls about the white 
li^t that shot across the sky very fast.And a whole lot of UFO twaddle paraded 
about too.A Warrington Quardian journalist (24 Oct) reported he and his wife saw 
it and "presumed it was a meteorite"... all those thousands of 

others who saw it,and did jam the BBC switchboard (as nobody would had DJjDJ 
not made a feast out of it)^ • It was,of eourse,a bri^t fireball meteor, 

as any esperienoed investigator would have immediately tphd the BBC^or Sunday 
Mirror. Bat,as usual,they did not bother to ask - because they wanted a UFO,not 
an explanation.

TJ gave specific details about the others involved.THE U 3 AF general mas named. 
One of the RAF fli^t lieutenants was named.He promissed to try to chase up the 
others to see if the secrecy then imposed was now removed.Howevem,despite TJs 
Promisees to got back to PBOBB and three subsequent letters (taking us up to a 
year later)^ no farther oontaet ensued from the witness. 

PHOBE aborted the investigation, and what this does to the credibility of the 
oase must be left up to you to judge.However, if any researcher wishes to persue 
this (via the offleers TJ named - espeeially the USAF General - for whom records 
might bo obtainable via Freedpm of Information ) then they should request the 
full details on the ease from myself^...JR.

SOUTH AFRICA 

BN is a responsible businessman with a major mining oorporatlon.He has told 
few people about his pronemoss since childhood to psychic experienoe and his many 
UFO encounters which he says arc '*nnts ahd bolt** in nature, even thou^ he has no 
idea where they oone from...**spacecraft,Interdinenslonal craft,tlmeoraft or 
whatever...BUT CRAFT OP SOME SORT THBT CBRTAINLT ARE" 

He claims sightings of a cigar (London,1936),ni^t lights (Johannesburg,1932) 
and daylight discs (Capetown,1937 A 1963}.In 1970 a^ Capetown he and his wife 
Allegedly saw a daylight elgar emit four small disc like eraft,during the sighting 
of which he experienced classic reality distortion (OZ factor) symptoms.Over the 
next few days discs were seen in the area often by he and other locals.On one 
Occasion he dlalns to have seen a UFO drop "angel hair" and pi dm) it up,only to 
find it disintegrate in his hands.On the last oooaslon a Mach II filter jet 
apparently ehased off the ^all dies. 

Many other supposed sittings (all multi witness) are cl ted, bringing us to 
l^eoeyber 1979 in Nababeep,Namaqualand.Here he was wondering whether the UFOs knew 
where he was. He claims that since his Oz Factor experience he has always known 
Mhen UFOs were around and believes he is being 'probed* by them.Frequently he has 
oanght them out when they masquerade as stars in the ni^t skyl 

At this time however he went down wkth a bout of Malaria and was housebound 
for sone days.He saw a row of lights he took to be aircraft landing ll^ts which 
came towards him and then sapped in front of a mountain a mile away.At the tine 
his son ("a tou^,no-nonsense commando") was home on leave and he brou^t him to 
see the lights, just as they jinked from side to side and then shot into the sky 
at a tremendous speed at a 23 degree angle. 

Over the next week there were real pyrotechnics,as he puts it,with countless 
Tlllagers seeing red,green and multlhohoured firework UFO displays in the sky. 

The finale came when he and many others saw a darkbodied DC3 aireraft fly without 
ll^ts over the village and then in and out of the darkened canyons.Thls seemed 
Impossible behaviour and^allegedly,police checks found no civil or military 
aircraft to be responsible. RM thinks it was a disguised UFO.

When Brenda Butler,Dot Street and myself gained aeoess to the Ministry of 
Defence UFO "departmentW and dlseusaed matters with their Ns Pam Titohmarsh In 
August 1983 (to be fully reported In Brenda and Dot's book on the Rendlesham ease) 
we were advised that the MOD had reoelTsd a report on a close encounter in 

the many thousands they admitted to possessing* Hiey were all lights in the skyl 

Which is interesting, for this ease eonoems an NOD eiiployee,Ms MB,from this

Three children are Intpolved in this report,Vanessa (aged 9 ), her brother 
Russell ( 12 ),and her friend Rachel (ll)* They had been playing with a torch 
and were about to go home as it was "call in" time.Vanessa was shining the 
torch at Rachel,who stood a little further up a slope,idien Rachel told her to 
stop and point it at the sky.Looking beyond the beam they saw an enonious 
Ob jeetp seemingly on the ground beside a tower on a hillside around a quarter 
mile away* A debate followed as to whether the torch was causing the lig^t,but 
it persisted after this was switched off and they realised this was something 
they had no familiarity with. 

The two girls were rather seared and fled home,only a few hundred ^ards,but 

were also fascinated td watch for a few more 
minutespnow they had a good view and were at 
a safe refuge.They then went inside and tried 
to persuade Vanessa's mother to come out,but 
she did not seem interested,H 6 wever,Russell, 
her brother^had meanwhile h^ a brief sl^t 
of it. When the three vent baek out it was 
gone off the hill, but a small dot was visible 
in the sky,rapidly vanishing*The mother said 
that she wanted everyone to forget the story 
and complained that the incident had severely 
; go to bed alone for days afterwards* She 
was positive about the apparent slneertty of her children. 

Descriptions of the object vary sll^tly, but all three agree that it was a 
very large semi-circle or dome (one description was like that of a "protractor", 
a familiar instrument to sohoolchlldfen). The ^ow was emerging from it and was 
lighting up the surroundings of the hills,between groups of trees that allowed a 
size estimate of several hundred feet diame^r.They also agree that a small "square ' 
was cut out at the base*When first seen the sky was visible throu^ this,implying 
it was a section cut away from the objeot*Bat from their vantage point at the 
house this was filled with a red glow* ^They also saw a greenish hazy aura that 
surrounded the dome.

Nigel Mortimer's investigation shows th^t the object was apparently beside a 
local monument known as Jubilee Tower,which he says looks like Draeula's oastle!

shy .His description of events was giv^n in oomplete sincerity and he proved a 
great help in aiding reoonstruotion of the events on site.The investigator is 
1^1 ly satisfied that this is a genuine report of an unknown phenoaenon* 

NS was returning hone from Go sforth, where he had spent the evening with 
friends,to his own village of Calderbridge.He was riding his aotoreyole down a 
quiet 9 tree-lined and unlit section of the A393* ni^t was warn and cloudless 
and both a quarter aoon and countless stars were plainly visible through the 
fresh country ait. 

Suddenly a bri^t "star** was noticed to his ri^t (that is in the 9fB) heading 
in his direction. His Imraedlate reaction was that it was a "shooting star" but 
it was visible for a long tiae and seeaed to be growing eloser.So he pulled to 
a halt at the entrance to a oealllane that left the main road and switched off 
his lights to give a good view. He had no visor on his crash helmet and so his 
vision was unrestrioted. 

The brilliant white light was now seen to be descending at an ani^e of about 
thirty degrees from the horisontal ^towards two cottages and a large iron olad 
stablepdown a short lane on the opposite side of the road froa him. When it got 
to what appeared 23o feet above these the li^t stopped 
It then began a vertical descent, strai^t town towards 
the stable.When about 40 feet above it eane to a rapid 
halt. He could plainly see it and the outline of the 
rious buildings silhouetted against the dark ni^t sky. 

Comparing it with the chimneys on the oottage he was in 
a position to suggest the apparent diameter of the li^ 
and this he estimates was about 1 metre. For some few moments he watched as it 
hung motionless .and quite silent in the sky. 

He now noticed that there wms a dark shape above the li^t. In comparison 
with the other distances he says this was around 30 feet above, but there was 
no visible structure eonneoting the shape with the li^t,althou^ the inference 
is that they wdre eonneoted. The dark shape was like a long concave mirror with 
a flat top that was spread out in a horizontal patteni across the sky over the 
buildings. He reckons it was around 200 feet long. It was black and featureless 
except that there were four small,closely spaced green li^ts inset within the 
^ase, near the bottom.These travelled together at a steady speed froa his left 
to ri^t,thus traversing the whole length of the object in about 13 seconds. As 
they reached the ri^t hand edge they vanished and about 13 seconds later re¬ 
appeared at the left hand edge to repeat the cycle.This suggested that they were 
rotating around a circular object^that was seen in the way it was because of its 
edge>on profile. 

The witness was filled with a curious mix of excitement,fascination and fear 
but was unable to pull himself away from the road, (it is unclear from the report 
but quite possible that the OZ Factor was involved). After minutes of 

observation MS noticed the white light (still stationary below the main body) 
was not quite so bri^t, and indeed as he watched he saw it progressively grow 
dimmer.Inside a few more minptes the light had disappeared completely, althou^

13 days after the sitting the investigator visited the ooci^ants of the two 
cottages ,but they had seen and heard nothing. 
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Richard Barnes says that MS is teetotal and is taking no medication and 
appears to be an excellent observer. It will be seen^if you care to look at a 
map ithat tbis is a very desolate spot on the west coast of ^^and^and looking 
away^in the direction the UFO was from tdiere MS sat^there are miles upon miles 
of nothing,eseept the rugged Lake District peaks. Prime UFO territory in fact. 
Certainly it is hard to imagine an aircraft being around in such a place at such 
a time of night. Richard also adds that just 1-^ miles away from the spot is th e 
controversial Sellofield Atomic Ehergy establishment where nuclear fuel is being 
reprocessed.The relevance of this is up to you to decide. 

Certainly this is one of those oases that shoots you throu^ with a feeling 
Of "there i8_ something to these UFOs after all". This sounds very much like an 
Unknown craft of M>me kind. And if you still feel a bit skeptieal (or seared) of 
admitting that to yourself jI suggest you read Chapter 8 of THE PESfNINE UFO MYSTERY. 
For the "circle of li^ts" UFO type there discussed seems to bo what was here 
observed. Especially the case on p 103 seems relevant. I find it hard to imagine 
that witness after witness is just happening to hallucinate or imagine an 
apparently well defined and specific UFO type with distinctive attributes we oan 
taldate.lt makes much more sense to suggest something real is flying about I

A FAMILY AND THE UFOs MUFORA report by Peter Hou^ 

This oase began rather mildly,but quickly built up into something much stranger . 
On August 13 1983 Mrs PB (aged 33) of Parr^St Helens,Nerseyslde,called Jenny Randle 
(c/o Jodrell Bank) to report a sitting made moments before at 21.30.Peter Hou^ 
was able to interview the witnesses the next day. 

The 1983 sitting is relatively uninteristing.Mrs PB went out the back to eall 
in their fifteen year old son Stephen,who was playing on some wamte ground.^t as 
she did so she observed a white ping pong ball in the sky,moving SE to NU above 
the Bold Power Station,whose oooling towers are prominently visible half a mile 
behind their house<^UN readers with a good memory will be able to recall several 
MUFORA and MI GAP eases featuring UFOs seen over the Bold power station in recent 
years.Stephen saw the 'UFO* too, but was then sent off to get his father,DB,whois 
38 and employed by Manpower Ser^oes. A minute later he eame out but the object 
had gone. 

ImmediaUB checks by the investigator with Liverpool and Manchester Airport 
i*evealed the almost certain explanation. A Tristar jet from Palma landed at 
Manchester at 21.41 and was in an inbound hold pattern over St Helens at 21.30 
with a landing li^t on.This fits the visual description well,althou^ Mrs PB 
disagrees and remembered afterwards she had supposedly seen an aireraft a minute 
Or so after the UFO had gone. 

Whatever the truth of this LITS observation the interview led to the discovery 
that there is a veritable history of'family close encounters which it is a shame 
could not have beeh investigated at the time.A chronology of these is here given. 

Summer I 963 ...Probably the most intriguing.PB was with her then boyfriend Philip 
on the sandy beaches at Southport.They were in his car.It was late and they could 
see a strange object apparantly on the surface of the sea.It was shaped like a 
bouy,was yellowish,and wobbled and rotated. But it did not illuminate the surface 
of the water. PB became fri^tened and urged her boyfriend to drive then away. 
However,the oar engine would not turn over.After several false attempts he got 
out and decided to take the airgun he kept ib the boot, just in easel But he oould 
not get the boot open! And so he went baidc and tried again to start the ear,onoe 
more without success.The night was calm and still but suddenly, so it is claimed, 
sand began to spray all over the bqnnet and windscreen.In great panic now the 
engine did at last fire and as they drove off the beach they looked baok to 
notice that the object had vanished. 

Obviously,nothing oan be done about this event at this time,and^it is not elear 
how much memory has distorted what really took place.Amazin^y,in^ |Pwholly 
unrelated case,when Peter and I interviewed a witness in 1982,they too mentioned 
a previously unreported oar ^ stop oase from Southport in their past I 
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About 19 2*••Now married,and living at a different St Helens address,DB was 
witness to a LITS observation.Parking his oar he saw a bright li<^t moving east 
to west which stopped fftr about five seconds and then moved off south. He Nept a 
small telescope in the oar and through this the object looked diamond shaped. 

This could,of course,have been an aircraft again,distorted through the lenses. 

About 1974«#*Now in Parr,DB was again witness to a strange event when he saw 
an object like a revolving fairground ride over large open land by a sewage 
woricg.PBs brother lives nn a house that overlooks the land and later spontaneously 
remarked that he had seen something.When cpmparing notes they became convinced 
*hey had both seen the same thing. 



August 14 1982 ... This is actually the most important observation claimed by the 
fanily.PB and her husband were up late watching TV when at 1.10 am she saw a 
bri^t light through the win dow^which caused her to rush over to it and cry out. 

DB came over and both watched a lozenge shaped 
object slide into view;,in a gap between two rows 
of houses.When DB saw this he rushed off for his 
telescope a^ returned with it in a minute or so. 
By now the whole cigar shaped object had come into 
view,spanning the large gap between the rows.DB 
was witness to the final phase of the sitting as 
the object rose at a 45 degree an^e,vanishing into the night sky,heading SE.His 
wife had fled terrified to the back of the room^ cx>nvinwed it was going to "take 
up" one of the houses opposite,so low had it seemed over the rooftops.DB says he 
could plainly see a line pf portholes on the object. 



What makes this sitting so interesting is that the family appear unaware of the 
other supportative sittings on the late night of August 13/14 I 982 .Readers are 
refered back to the detailed report in NUN 100,particularly of the Lydon family 
from Abram,a town about 10 miles from Parr.'Hieir description is certainly similar. 
PB abd DB are sure of the date because they knew the second ( 1983 ) sitting was 
on the anniversary, the same night one year later. 


Upon questionnlng (althou/^ with some teluotanoe) PB admitting to being psyohio. 
Not only does she claim precognition,but has often seen * spirits*.She says that 
she sees dead people (who look real) and these prove to be relatives of thmse 
she sees them in association with.However,she has consciously blocked her ability 
(although she thinks she ootild ressurect it at will).This is since she and her 
husband became oommitted Christians in the mid seventies.This same move caused 
DB to give up his good job with British Aerospace^where he was involved in the 
building of weapons. PB has never regarded there to be any connection between 
her abilities and the frequeht UPO observations of the family. 
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TWO EXTRATBBRBSTRIAL VICARS AND A MOTORBIXB Report by Hon Sargeant,MUFORA 

A CE3,involving a landed UFO that is remarkably familiar,and strange alien 
substances left in its wake.It sounds too good to be true,and maybe it was. 

ED, from Cadi she ad. Creator Manchester, wrote to BUFORA to describe an event he 
alalmed took place on the banks of the Manchester Ship Canal one night in January 
1983 -Ron Sargeant,who lives in nearby Irlam,took on the investigation. However, 
after five visits to the man's house he had to give up.On e^oh oaeaeion ho was 
greeted with the tale that ED was out.The man's wife and children (idio live in 
orowded,poor conditions with their parents) were of low social order and standards 
of behavlour.On each visit Ron wastold that ED would be contacting him. An R1 form 
was left,along with Ron* s phone number,all to no avail. 

This is the story ED had to tell. A friend from Salford had just delivered a 
second hand motorbike to him, at around 9pm*ED wanted to try it out imiediately 
but it had no tax. So he pushed it to the canal banks and propped it up on khe stan' 
At this point he decided he needed to go to the toilet and so he went behind some 

nearby trees.Two minutes later he emerged from the 
trees to find two figures stood over the machine.Hie 
shotited and snore at then,thinking they were either 
going to steal it or do it some hai^.Dut then as he 
got closer (they have merely ignored his shouts) he 
became rather ashamed because he thou^t they were 
vicars.'Hiey wore dark gray or black suits with a idiite 
collar on top.ED says he froze at this point beoadse 
he realized they were both absolutely identieal in 
physical appearanee.They smiled at him and continued 
what they were doing,stroking the seat of the motorbike in perfect timel 

At this stage of the sighting ED describes OZ Factor effects,saying that his 
memory became distorted.The next events must have only taken moments^but seemed 
to take hours. The men were then walking away from the bike towards an objection 
the ground nearby ^that ED had not previously noticed. 

This was bullet shaped 'craft' about ten feet hlfii and six feet wide.It stood 
on four girder^like legs which were five cr six feet long and a foot wide. But the 
thing that stuck in his mind was an insiffiia he claims was plainly in view on the 
side of the object, coloured bright red. Bzperienced ufologists will not need 
telling that this seems more or less identical with the sign allegedly seen by 
polled officer Lonnie Zamora on the side of the landed UFO he saw in New Mexico 
in April 1964 * HD) at no petnt in his account refers to this "SOcorro" case. 

The OZ factor is prevalent again,as ED says "I never took my eyes off them for 
a second'* but somehow they vanish (he presumes into the eraft).The emblem now 
banishes in front of his eyes from the side of the craft,which slowly and silently 
rises until at a hel^t of around 20 feet .It then "in a blink" is gone from view. 
He waited ten mlnufes before he went to the bike and pushed it home.Uhder the ligb 
he found part of the leather seat ripped off,the petrol cap missing^and silvery 
powder all over the seat .He preserved some in a plastic bag (this was sent with 
his report to BUFORA) and washed the rest off. Soon after he decided to get rid 
of the bike and try very hard to ^rget‘the story. He told nobody about what had 
happened,but found it played too much on his memory and so decided to write in 
desperation to BOFORA. 

The case has an air of credibility about it,idiieh is evident to any reader of 
his letter.Bat Ron's total lack of progress in getting to see him is puzzling.He 
regards it as suggestive that ED had made the story xxp and was now soared of beinf 
disoovered.Bat perhaps,after the first visit (when he was genuinely out)>he was 
forced to explain to his wife why he had not told her about his ^'advehture'^^and the 
end result was a decision not to get involved. Either way it is hard to see idiere 
to go next. 

Ron inspected the area and found tank structures on the ground adjacent to a 
canal bank distillery that look very like the Woraft" ED describes.There are also 
a number of chemical factories in the immediate location from idienoe the powder 
might have come.This x)Owder was subjected to preliminary ohemieal ana^sis,which 
showed it to be a compound with a magnesium or aluminm base-, akin to fingerprint 
powder or paint pigment.A full costly analysis was not deemed necessary. 
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Only one inter«stinc puzzle reaainscThere have heen three reported CB3 oases 
in Britain darinc 1983«<^1 independant. Readers will be aware of one at Bloxwioh, 
West Nidiandsyreported in NUN 104«On this ease a Ban on his own saw a UFO and 
entities beside a eanal^And the other (the onlv one to feature nedia publicity - 
bat after bet'*' " . j reported to us) is dOBcribed in detail by Onar 

Fowler in tne ^orrent PSR.l^is oonoems a sin^e waD.e witness who met the landed 
UFO and occupants on the banks of a canal* I have already been accused of having 
an obsession for coineidenee bat it does seem to me prevelant in ufology, and 
this CE3/solitary male witness/eanal bank synohronioity seeas worth a mention*
